$4,617,532,300, an over-subscription by 
66 per cent of |3,'000,000,000 asked. 

Tabulations completed tonight, ele- 
ven daya after the oloao of the natloiH 
wide bond eelUng eampatgn, ahowed 
that every federal reserve district ex- 
ceeded Us quota and 9,400,000 persons 
subscribed In the big war financing 
described as the greatest ever at- 
tempted by any government. 

Half of the over-subscribed sum 
will be accepted, making tbe actual 
total of hottda to be lamed 9M08,7M,- 
160. Ninety-nine per cent of the aub- 
Bcribers will receive the amonnt for 
which they bargained, all subscrip- 
tions for $60,000 or less being allotted 
in full and those above that amount 
being pared down In varying propor- 
tions, ranging from a ninety per cent, 
allowance on subscriptions between 
160,000 and 1100,000 to forty per cent 
for the largest aliigle subscription of 
$50,000,000. 

"The success of the secjmd Liberty 
Ixian, like that of the first, Is a dis- 
tinct triumph for the people of the 
I'nited States," said Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, announcing the loan results to- 
night "It not only demonstrated their 
ability, patriotism and resources, but 
augers the certain auooeaa of any fu- 
ture loana that may ha oBered by the

The Secretary added a denial ot re- 
ports that the third loan would be 
solicited In .January, 1918.

"Jim WeN" Hangs Ip On Check Post 
at Loek ud Dam No. M mI Will 

Have To Be Wrerked— Four 
.. Men Have Narrow Escape 



The towboat "Jim Wood" ot iPltts- 
hurg, Pa., one of the moat powerful 
boata on tbe npper Ohio River, snag- 
ged a hole In her hull yesterday 
about noon by striking a check post 
on the lower guide wall of Lock and 
Dam No. 83, Just above the city, caus- 
ing the boat to become lodged npon 
the wall. 

The l)oat was attempting to pass 
Dam No. 88 by going through the 
look chamber, which is on the Ken- 
tucky aid* ot tbe river. In swinging 
toward the bank In order to get Into 
poaition to go through the lock 
chamber, the boat struck an iron 
oheck post about 6 inches in diameter 
on the lower guide wall, which waa 
about sis feet under water. A large 
bole was torn In the hull of the boat 
SIphona were immediately put Into 
use to keep the hull as tree ot water 
as possible and carpenter^ and la- 
borers were drafted from the force of 
the nates and Kigers (;on8tructlon 
Co., contractors at Dam No. 33, to 
slop the leak as soon as possible. 

The f. S. Government boats, the 
".Miami" and "Quyandot" which were 
tied up on tbe Ohio shore, came to the 
assistance of tbe disabled boat by 
taking care of her tow of nine barges 
and in assisting In siphoning the hull. 
About 3 o'clock members of the crew 
of tile l>oat began removing their per- 
sona I lielonping from the boat, fear- 
ing Dial kIk^ whs (loomed to sink. 

Four men of tbe contractor's force 
at the dam had a very narrow es- 
cape from drowning a few momenta 
after the accident ocgprred. Messrs. 
Louie Sleber, formen, William Oettes, 
Chariea Jones and J. Bradford, all 
carpentera, put out in a small yawl 
to get to the towboat to help atop the 
hole In the hull. The current above 
the boat was very swift and the yawl 
got out of the control of the men, 
floating directly underneath a barge 
in the tow of the "Wood." The men 
saved themselves by jumping on the 
barge, the yawl being swept under. 
Mr. Jones lost a very valuable set of 
carpenter tools. The four men had 
a very narrow escape from death. 

The river fell two feet last night 
and left the big boat stranded upon 
the wall. During the night the boat 
turned completely aronnd, the check 
post acting as a pivot The only ram- 
edy now la to wreck the boat and aave 
as much ot the machinery aa poosible.

' Here is an aspect of the'Teutonic invasion of Italy that is ne-. 
to most observers, particularly in Aiiicriea. We have been lookiii 
upon the Italian situation as otfering on possible advantage to the A 
•lies— as either a downright disaster, or at best, a hnrtful blow pan 
ly parried. But the sentence quoted has a rinpinf? note of opliiiiisn. 
Can it be that England and France, fn rushing their troops and gui: ' 
to northern Italy in large numbers, have really been doing so "with a 
hearty goorf-will?" 

The Ne\t York Times, whose opinion on military matters carrim 
more weight than that of any other American newapi^per, is dispoaeci 
to accept this view. The German drive into Itl^, says tlie Times, 
may turn from a calamity to a blessing. The rival armies have been 
. practically deadlocked on the western front Britain and France have 
gained steadily, but so slowly that a definite decision there might be 
a matter of years. But in Italy the German army driving down from 
the Austrian Alps may be met in the opeh, may be defeated and rout- 
ed, opening the Central Empires themselves to invasion and conque.st. 
And the fighting is much better in Italy at this^season of the year. 

It appears that the Allies, in their Paris conference, have really 
decided to transfer their main field of winter warfare from eold, mud- 
.dy Flanders and France to Italy. 

"Thus," says the Times, "it seiems probable that the whole aspect 
of the war niuy have been eiianged in the twinkling of an eye; that 
the Allies have the intention of making Italy the great battleground 
for the defeat of Germany; and it certainly seems that their oppof- 
tunities on such a battleground are very much greater than they 
could become for a long time in the northern field. Germany may 
have issued the challenge, that, being accepted, will end the war." 

News may come at any moment confirming this view, or belying 
it. But the mere possibility set forth is so spectacular and fascinat- 
ing that it lends added zest to the interest with whieh Americans art' 
watchui{[ the.eoming of those great aimies to a «linoh.on the Italian

BUTTER 

Another time-honored graft has been swept away by the war 
broom. The government has put the Elgin Butter Board out of busi- 
ness. A quiet little order issued by the food administration has ac- 
complished a reform that has hitherto proved too much for legislature 
and courts. 

It shouldn't ever have been a difficult task, anybody would think. 
The New York World gravely remarks that there never was any 
Elgin Batter Board. It was a monumental blnff. But it worked. 

A few Chicago men operating in its name; have long fixed l)ii1te: 
prices for the whole country. They would decide how much lOO.OOO, 
000 people ought to pay for butter the following week, then take n 
train out to Elgin, file into a little office, file out again and put soiiu 
figures on the wires. And every dealer in America set his prices ai - 
oordingly. ' , 

Those figures purported to be reports of bona fide butter sales. 
t»erhap8 there really were a few tubs of butter standing around the 
place for window-dressing. But those men represented a speculative 
and oppressive monopoly which wielded mysterious powier and suc- 
cessfully defied the law. 

Now the 'board is no morp. And word goes aronnd^ that'dealers 
are "lost" withoot its guidiog figures to tell them what to sell their 
butter for. 

Here's a saggestioB. Suppose they base their prices on what 
iJiegr have paid for their butter. .

Camp Custer, 8nn|ay afternoon. 

Dear Dad: 

It has been a long time since 1 
have heard from you or Pud Bert I 
am In camp now and believe me I am 
sure busy. It any one had told me 
that I would ever work so hard I 
think I would havo hnookod him 
down. But I rather like it and feel 
fine. I get up every qiomlag at 6:80 
sharp. Reveille is at 6:66 and break- 
fast is at 6:30. By 7 o'clock we are 
on a 5 or 6 mile cross country hike 
or on the drill grounds for two or 
three hours at a time. 

Some tratailng and it is that way 
all day long. We have to be in the 
barraoka at 0 o'clock every night as 
the lights go out then. 

When I left the boys gave me a 
great blow out and the church gave 
me a beautiful wrist watch with the 
InBcripliou on the back from Arnett 
Chapel to Adworth Lewis, October 29, 
1017. It certainly Is a beauty and I

Write me as soon as possible as 1 
must hurry for roll call.

Woman's Committee of the Council 
of National Defense. The purpose of 
the meeting is for permanent organi- 
sation and consideration of the ques- 
tion of the registration of the volun- 
teer services of women in Mason 
county in the event that the gqTom- 
maat shpuld in a tlmo of oriata need 
It 

The Council of National Defense is 
a body authorised by Act of Congress 
in August 1916, consisting of the Sec- 
retaries of War, Navy, Interior, Com- 
merce, Labor and Agrictulture. 

This Council hu power to organise 
snbordinate'bodies o( which the Wo- 
man's Committee la one. 

Tkie purpose of the Woman's Com- 
mittee is to coordinate the activities 
and resources of the organized and 
unorganised women of America that 
the woman power of the United States 
may be utilised immediately In any 
time of need; and to aupply a direct 
channel of intercourse between wo- 
men end government departments 
and is the only body having been 
given by the government direction of 
woman's work for the war. All ser- 
vices of women along dercnae and pa- 
triotic lines are through the Woman's 
Committee of the Council of National 
Defense Connected with the govern- 
ment ^

pointed by the Council of National 
Defense in April V.UT, and oonaists of 
tho following women: 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, Chairman. 

Mrs. I'hilllp R. Moore, St. Louis,. 
President National Council of Women. 

Miss Maud Wetmore, Rhode Island, 
Chairman of the National League for 
Women Serrtce. 

Mrs. Carrie Charman Cutt, Preei- 
dent of the National American Wo- 
iiian Suffrage Organiiiation. 

Mrs. Kink, Chicago. Ijjwyer nicm- 
lier of the Woman's Democratic 
League for Wilson. 

Mrs. Stanley McCormlck, Vice Pres- 
ident American Suttrage Association. 

Mrs. Joseph Lamar, Atlanta, Presi- 
dent of the Wat Sec. of Colonial 
names. 

Miss Agnes Ncster, Vice President 
of tht! International Qlovo Maker's 
I'nion. • 

Miss Ida Tarbell. New York, Pub- 
licist and Writer. 

These w( men were appointed as in- 
dividuals regardless of any organisa- 
tion they might represent that they 
might be brought together to consider 
and advise how the assistance of the 
women of America may ho available 
in the prosecution of the war and It 
is earnestly requested that all women 
of MaysvtUe and the county, who are 
president or Chairmkn of any organ- 
ised body of women will come or in 
case tliey cannot come, will send their 
representation to meet at the Library 
at 2 o'clock on Saturday, for the pur- 
pose of conHldcrlni; the fact that for 
the flrsl time in Its history the gov- 
ernment is asking that the woman 
power of the nation be called for ser- 
vices and to that end haa Issued a re- 
gistration card so that every woman 
may offer voluntarily her services to 
the government In the event they 
should he needed.
